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DETAILED ACTION 

The after-final amendments filed on 1/14/2009 are acknowledged and entered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method of killing or inactivating spores comprising contacting the spores with a 
composition comprising a laccase or a compound exhibiting laccase activity, a source of 
oxygen, a source of iodide ions and an enhancing agent is novel and non-obvious over 
the prior art. Johansen (US 6100080) is the closest prior art and teaches the 
composition encompassed by the instant method claims. Johansen teaches a biocidal 
composition comprising a laccase, molecular oxygen from the atmosphere (col. 7, lines 
19-25) and suggests the use of ionic iodide as an enhancing agent (col. 8, lines 22-34), 
as well as other enhancing agents (see col. 8 lines 35-67 and claim 1). Johansen 
teaches the use of this composition for combating a biofilm. However, Johansen, and 
the prior art in general, fail to teach or suggest the use of this composition, or even more 
generally the use of laccase or a compound exhibiting laccase activity, for killing or 
inactivating spores. It is known that certain bacteria produce spores, however, 
Johansen does not teach the treatment of these types of bacteria with the laccase 
comprising composition. Killing bacteria does not render the killing of spores obvious 
because it is known in the art that spores are particularly hardy and difficult to kill. 
Spores do not carry out any metabolic reactions and thus can withstand severe 
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environmental stresses such as heat, drying conditions, toxic chemicals and even 
radiation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
